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RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 
WITH PETITION FOR EXTENSION OF TIME 



Sir: 



Applicants petition the Commissioner for Patents to extend the time for response to 
the Office Action dated August 18, 2005, for one month fijom September 18, 2005, up to and 
including October 18, 2005. A check in the amount of $120.00 for payment of the extension fee 
is enclosed.

AppUcants respectfully traverse the election of species requirement set forth in the Office 
Action dated August 1 8, 2005. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner asserts that the subject application contains four 
patentably distinct species of the invention. As asserted by the Examiner, Species I includes Fig. 




1, Species n includes Fig. 2, Species III includes Fig. 3, and Species IV includes Fig. 4A. 

A careful review of the subject application reveals that the various embodiments are so 
closely related as to not require separate fields of search. Accordingly, neither Applicants nor the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office should be put through the trouble and expense entailed in 
multiple filing and prosecution. In addition. Applicants submit that the public-at-large should 
not be required to obtain and study several patents in order to have available all of the issued 
patent claims covering the invention. 

Still further, the making of an election species is not mandatory in all instances where it is 
possible to do so. Rather, the Examiner may use his discretion and choose not to make an 
election of species where circumstances warrant. It is beUeved that such is the case in the subject 
application. Therefore, Applicants request, under 37 CFR 1.143, that the Examiner reconsider 
and withdraw the election requirement set forth in the above-noted Office Action. 

Nevertheless, in order to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 . 146, and MPEP § 
809,02(a), Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, to prosecute the invention of Species 1, 
namely 1-15. Applicants beheve that claim 1 is generic to all four species. 

Applicants further submits that the instant application is in condition for allowance. 
Favorable consideration and early passage to issue are requested.
